Thus, it Is argued, a republican form 
of government here would.remove the 
last connecting link of the Empire's 
vast possessions. The resulting dis- 
integration, economists say, r-ould be 
felt In every home in England where 
the 
standard of living would be 


greatly reduced. 


On the other hand, the 
parlia- 


mentary system here ensures a gov- 
ernment of the majority and pol- 
iticians maintain a republican regime 
could offer no more. Outside of the 
great love the English bear Jor their 
King, as shown during his recur- 
rent illness, the conservative nature 
of the Briton Is believed to b« a 
safeguard against revolt. 


In addition there is thc much- 


criticized unemployment insurance, 
more commonly known as the "dole," 
which statesmen of the Liberal and 
Labor parties Insist Is the greatest 
deterrent of an open insurgency.
